Law Mandatory, km By Its Decis- 
ion Between 500 And 1000 
Cmkb Ifil SccMc

The Kentucky Court of Appeals on 

last Friday, in the mandiimus case of 
DeMoss vs The Commonwealth, ren- 
dered substantially the following opin- 
ion; that after a prisoner serving sen- 
tence under the indeterminate sentence 
law has served the minimum sentence, 
and complied with the conditions 
of the law. that the Beard of Prison 
Commissioners has no discretion, but 
must grant him his pa.-ule. "A pris- 
oner convicted under the indeterminate 
sentence law who is eligible to parole, 
is entitled to parole as a matter of 
right." Tlie opinion was written by 
Judge Settle, Judges Turner and Han- 
nah dissenting. 

The opinion means the parole or re- 
lease, as soon as the mandata ia filed, 
which will be in thirty daya, of at 
least 5m) prisoners from the two penal 
institutions of the state, and prubal.ly 
as many more will qualify for jiarole 
within the next six months. A bill has 
already been introduced in the Legis- 
latore to repeal the indetenainate aen- 
tenealaw. However, it ia thooght 
that those prisoners whose rights 
have accrued under the recent lieclsion 
would not be eifected by tlie repeul of 
the law. The Board of I'ri-oii Com- 
missioners are alreiuiy busily engaged 
in preparing a list of those prisoners 
who will be eligible for parole under 
the decision, in order that tbey may be 
able to comply with tiw decision of the 
eonrt whoa tha BMadata ia filed and 
faccaaaea effective.

These points are very close to us, 
and there is direct train connection be- 
tween those points and Lancaster, and 
while there has never been even a 
rumor of a case in Lancaster, st 11 it 
would not be a bad idea to guard 
againstit.

■oroneaa, and possibly a little atiffness 
of the arm, givea no bad affaeti, and it 
woald be wise preeantiaa for overyone 
to be vaccinated.
